The -efficiency In administration of 

military and naval pensious largely 
depends upon a general public appre- 
ciation of, fhe ends which pensions arc 
designed to secure. As medical men 
will ' frequently be brought into con- 
tact with Pensioners and Claimants 
for Pensions .in the future, it is- especi- 
ally important that they should have 
actual knowledge not only of the Can- 
adian Pension Law, but of the regula- 
tions and methods under which Cana- 
dian pensions arc administered. 

It is proposed, therefore, to bring the 
matter before the Senior Tears of the 
Faculty, and the Board of Pension Com- 
missioners at Ottawa has appointed 
Lt.-Col. J. L- Biggar to give an address 
on this subject on the evening of Fri- 
day, January 31st. at 8.16. In the 
Assembly-Hall of the New M*dldal 
Building.

At tie fourth meeting of the Phy- 
sical Society yesterday afternoon two 
papers were sriven, one by Mr. G. H. 
Henderson on "The Variation of the 
Thermal' Conductivity oi. Gasei wir.1i i 
Temperature"' and Ihs ■ .her by Mr. 
R. J. Clark on "The Variation with 
Temperature of the Co-efficient of 
Viseoclty of Oases." 

Mr. Henderson first explained thai 
the co-efheieut ot thermal conduct- 
ivity might br considered a? the quan- 
tity of heal transferred through on.* 
centimeter cube of the sas when then- 
is unit difference of temperature be- 
tween two parts of it. He then de- 
scribed in outline the methods which 
had been used by the earlier invest- 
igators, notably by Schllermacher and 
Wtnkclmann-nnd mentioned th • . rin- 
clpal errors to which these mr'hod- 
werc liable. 

The apparatus employed in Mr. 
Henderson's own researches on the 
subject, was then described. Tt con- 
sisted of a hot piste whoso temper- 
ature was maintained by mrans of 
an electric healing element, placed 
at a short distance above at. titer 
plate whose tempi rature was main- 
tained constant by a current of vater, 
at about the room temperature. A 
thermo couple was employed to mea- 
sure the difference of temperature be- 
tween any point in the gas betwern 
the two plates and the' lower cold 
plate. The thermocouple was cali- 
brated by baths' of various tempera- 
tures, and Its altitude above the lower 
plate was measured by a catlteto- 
metcr, -In this "way the temperature 
was connected with the height above 
the lower plate. On rearranging the 
equation to give a linear relation If 
the relation Is parabolic and plotting 
the points, they are found lo He In a 
straight line. The experiment was 
repeated with different power in- 
puts and a series of curves were ob- 
tained all of which were found to be 
parabolic, so that the equation con- 
necting the thermal conductivity with 
the temperature Is of this form. 

The values of the co-effcient ob- 
tained In the various experiments 
showed considerable variation. This

The story of the hare and tortoise is so ancient and has been 
wo frequently made the subject of sermons and moral addresses 
that it has almost ceased to convey any meaning to the mind of 
the listener. Nevertheless, the lesson it is meant bring home is 
torn that must be learned in every walk of life, and it is capable of 
many applications. 

To put the thing baldly, if one is going to stall something 
and 'not go on with it, it would be rather better for him not to 
watte any time upon it at all. In nothing is this seen more plainly 
than in the spasmodic support given the Hockey Team, and the 
consquent somewhat erratic playing of that team. We admit that 
there was tome excuse for the average student (that shadowy 
personage so often referred to) if he decided not to go to that 
game on Thursday night. He might have reasoned thus in his 
heart, "Well, it's a wretched night, and the ice will be soaking. 
That means that play will be slow and uninteresting. Then Sham- 
roeks are going to be easy for our line-up; why should I risk a 
cold?" 

Alas, it is just that team that looks "so easy," for the con- 
test with which no one bothers about getting into condition, that 
proves the stumbling-block in nine cases out of ten. Time and 
again have we seen a team put out its best efforts against foemen 
worthy of their steel and provide a thrilling contest, only to fall 
down miserably before a far weaker aggregation almost imme- 
diately afterwards. It is to the credit of the Red and White team 
that they underwent no such relapse again at the supposedly in- 
nocuous Shamrocks, but it is most certain that little credit for 
the victory can go to the "rooters," for the attendance was meagre 
indeed. 

What we wish to point out is that there is very little use in 
talking "college spirit" and holding organization meetings with a 
view to proper support of the team unless those who attend these 
meetings intend to keep the thing going. In this respect, every- 
thing rests with the mass of the students. The leaders may do 
their best to wake the men from their lethargy, and the Daily 
may try its hardest to point out the need for "rooters," but unless 
the undergraduates co-operate everything will fall flat.

might be due either to convection or 
te radiation. However in "lowing to- 
aaceo smoke into the space between 
the two plates it was observed to 
settle uniformly under the influence 
of the thermal pressure gradient 
there existing, but without any sign 
ef turbulence which might be due to 
convection currents. If it be sup- 
posed that the difference Is due to 
radiation an Idea as to its extent may 
be obtained by just platinging the up- 
ner plate and then by blackening it 
and making measurements with only 
a small temperature difference be- 
tween the plates. 

It turns out that there is a layer 
of stagnant air surrounding the ther- 
mocouple, which is as much as ? rr-n. 
la radius, and through which the heat 
la transmitted only by conduction. On 
making allowance for this the -cv-eral 
curves are brought Into agreement 
and the resulting value of the co-effi- 
cient is brought nearly to the mean 
value of a number of other recent 
determinations. The experiments will 
later be extended to a greater ringe 
of temperature. 

Mr. Clark then described his ex- 



perimental arrangements and the 

theory of the plow of gaE-ss through 
capillary tubes on which his method 
depended. Vlscocity may be regard- 
ed as the transport of momentum in 
a gas the different layers of which 
arc in relative motion. Thl; quantity 
depends on the mean free path and 
this in turn varias with the temper- 
ature. The arrangement of the ap- 
paratus was such as to avoid abso- 
lute measurements. Two vessels, 
whose volumes arc determined by fill- 
ing, with mercury, In the usual way 
are connected by a capillary tube 
whose dimensions are known ap- 
proximately from a calibration Ith 
a mercury thread. 

A guage is fitted to the apparatus 
to measure the difference of pressure 
between the two vessels. The whole 
of the apparatus except the guage is 
placed in a thcrraostal filled with oil 
so that the temperature can be varied 
between fairly wide limits. On inte- 
gratins the equation, expressing what 
goes on in the apparatus, the- co-effi- 
cient of viscocity is found to be pro- 
portional to the logarithm of a Uneer 
function of the pressure difference. 
So that if the pressure difference be 
plotted against the time, the slope of 
the resulting curve gives a constant

In Eu 
reps and the United States, consider 
cd of quite sufflclent Importance to 
constitue a department of instruction 
and investigation in universities. Mc- 
Gill has In this respect up to the 
time when Howard Falk became Di- 
rector ot Social Science Dept., been 
woefully behind other Academic in- 
stitutions. If business men have 
found it wis* to found university de- 
partments for the scientific Btudy of 
Commerce, it is at least of equal im- 
portance to facilitate and give oppor- 
tunities for the study of a subject 
treating of the prevention of the 
evils from which our cities suffer, 
thr&ugh inefficient management and 
ignorance of the laws which ought to 
govern the making of legislation It- 
self. 

In this connection It is hoped that 
there will be some training for those 
who In future will be municipal ad- 
ministrators, training which will 
fi how them how not to waste 
the" city's money. Every Can- 
adian city can show numerous exam- 
ple! of waste of . effort and money In 
sue* matters as sewage, water sup- 
ply/fire protection and other things 
which could only be clearly forBcen 
and provided for by. the unbroken 
continuity of oversight of an intelli- 
gent, well-informad and wclle trained 
graduate in the study of social coiir 
ditlons In relation to the town-plans.

said to be that which a few years ago 
was. connected with the water supply 
in the city of Montreal. Alter spend- 
ing 15,000,000 and proposing to spend 
another $5,000,000, that corporation 
found "through the public-spirited 
action of some engineers (who con- 
ducted a thorough investigation of 
the scheme at their own expense) 
that the enterprise was doomed to 
failure and that the $6,000,000 al- 
ready expended was just so much 
dead loss! In the opinion of many 
of its own leading citizens'; this city, 
wlnre an eminent university stands, 
the largest Canadian city, the largest 
commercial and trade centre in Can- 
ada, has been a conspicuftus'.example 
of Inefficient municipal government. 
One object of the Social Service Dcpt. 
Is to teach the laws governing effi- 
cient municipal government. But the 
main object In the study of Civics 
and kindred subjects of the Social 
Service Department is the life, health 
and comfort of the great mass of cit- 
izens. The war has taught us that 
the waslecofhoffort and money Is as 
nothing when compared with the 
waste of human life. Human lifj is 



in Montreal according to Dr. Styles' 
report in connection with the Child 
Welfare movement, and never before 
in world history has the life of the 
growing boy and girl been so pre- 
cious as it Is to-day. A course ôf 
Lectures on Child Welfare is now 
added to the other <rtenslon courses 
in the Department of Social Service 
and is held every Thursday evening, 
In addition to directing the above 
tourses and giving many of the lec- 
tures in thwii himself, Dir. Falk has 
arranged for conducting with some 
of his students a civic surrey of Mon- 
trai social 'agencies and institutions. 
This will be valuablo not only to the 
Director and his students in their 
He ld of study, but to the business men 
of the community as an aid in the 
direction of their philanthropies. 

"Civic Survey" to the average mind 
conveys an idea of enquiry into mu- 
nicipal finances, the obtaining of a 
clear statement of assets and liabili- 
ties. In the Social Science Depart- 
ment the term Civic Survey embraces 
a statement of public utilities, of thf 
state of legislation in connection with 
education, of the customs and habits 
in the housing of the poor, in town 
planning, in recreations, in parks and 
breathing spaces. It also moans a 
study of the origin, history and pre- 
sent development of the city. It means 
carefulness In obtaining information 
and statistics as to ihc present con- 
dition and the future outlook of so- 
cial possibilities; it means too a 
study not only of niatcriali/iondltions 
and a clear statement of these re- 
sults but also a study of the com- 
mon life, institutions, and the tone 
and spirit of the peopls. In the re- 
port of the British Sociological So- 
ciety it is stated thai iu this inspir- 
ing task of surveying there is shown 
the whole situation and life of a com- 
munity in past and present, and the 
possibility of thus preparing for a 
plan to forecast and decide its ma- 
terial welfare. It adds a further 
statement concerning the arousing of 
civic feelings and the corresponding 
awakening of more enlightened and 
more generous citizenship. Arc the 
Graduates of Universities, who are 
sometimes spoken of as representing 
the educated class of the community, 
doing anything towards supporting 
this means of educating the young 
men and young women of to-day for 
responding to the call which in this 
!>?riod of reconstruction is daily com- 
ing to them with an lnsiâtcncy that 
cannot be ignored?
